The Japanese, the English, and the Italians having declared 
that no laws must be passed that are unsatisfactory to them, and 
that if we attempt to regulate the immigration to the United States, 
or to charge their ships for using the canal hey will be displeased 
with us, the Hindoos are now busy and have announced that ‘they 
also demand—note they demand—the right too flood this country 
with a mass of the lowest and most impossible human beings that are 
to be fouifl in the length of the world. 

Being British subjects they insist that théy shall be admitted to 
this country on a par with the Irish, the Seots, the English, the Aus- 
tralians and the other nationalities over whom George V. reigns. 
Apparently in the view of the rest of the world this country is to be 
® prey to them when ever the fancy takes them. Having with much 
labor and sufferings, and trials established the greatest and freest 
country in the world, we must wreck gnr nation, and ruin our civ- 
ilization to allow a lot of people whe.in all the ages have done noth- 
ing but starve, divide themselves into casts, and sink into the lowest 
depths of poverty and degredation to come here and enjoy what we 
have built up. 

The United States apparently has lost all right to say who shall 
come into its house. The right of sovereignty which every other 
nation, which in fact every individual possesses to regulate who shall 
compose its family is to be taken from us, and we are to be forced to 
throw open the gates of this country to all the skum of the earth. 

Is it not nearly time that we should take the position that this 
country is first of all a,white man’s country and that we propose to 
keep it such?

There will be four referendum peti- 
tions, as follows: Red light abate- 
ment and injunction law, the’ blue 
sky law, non-sale of game and the 
wa‘er commission act. 

“Initiative petitions will be six in 
number. They are: Abolition of 
poll tax, anti-prizefight, prohibition 
measure, universal eight-hour law, 
property qualifications for voters at 
bond elections, amendment to the 
Torren’s land act. Besides there will 
be a whole state ticket from the gov- 
ernorship down through the state 
officers. There will be school boards, 
members of the judiciary and county 
officers under a non-partisan system 
to be voted on. 

‘For good measure four state bond 
issues will be up for action.”
